E extent of the disaster which has overtak- 
en Japan is almost beyond the grasp of 


citizens of this peaceable and stable nation. It 
:? as if. in a single day, the entire effect of a 
devastating war were unloaded upbn the coun- 
try the dead, the dying, the crippled, the huge 
loss of property and destruction of productive 
resources. That it will set the island empire 
hack for a generation in its progress is a pre- 
diction freely made by the Japanese themselves. 
And it is quite within the possibilities that the 
upheaval may play a part in changing the 
course of history. 


Certainly it may be doubted if the outward 


look of Japanese policy will survive unchanged 
this domestic catastrophe. Japan will have too 
much to do at home to be troubled about mat- 
ters beyond her borders, it would peem. The 
work of rebuilding her place among the pro- 
ductive nations must occupy her to the exclu- 
sion of most other affairs for years to come. It 
will take all of her energy, all of the wealth 
that she has or can borrow. 


If this forecast prove true, mirch may be 


different in the Orient. Much may be different 
with us. There may be le?s dissatisfaction for 
instance with Japanese exclusion and alien land 
k:\vs when there is need for every Japanese and 
his resources at home. There may be less atten- 
tion paid to Japanese expansion in the main- 
land of Asia. And in many other ways this ter- 
rific accident, to a nation may have a potent 
influence upon world affairs.
